Crop Report No. 10 


In the Prairie Provinces harvest- 
ing is now general in the. southern 
and central districts and is commenc- 
ing in some of the northern areas. 
Recent rains have delayed pperations, 
but have benefited ‘crops not fully 
matured. Conditions are generally 
favourable excepting in the southern 
and Peace River districts of Alberta 
and the southwestern and west-cen- 
tra] districts of Saskatchewan, where 
yields will be light due to. lack of 
adequate early. precipitation, The 
chief requirement now is warm, dry 


weather. There have been further 
scattered hail losses, and strong 
winds have caused some damage. 
Sawfly infestation ig heavy in the 
southern areag of Alberta and Sask- 
atchewan. The honey crop outlook is 
generally satisfactory. 

In Alberta heavy crop now appears 
assured in the northern and most of 
the central areas. Outting has com- 
menced, but wheat harvesting will 
not be general for about two weeks. 
Yields will be light in the Peace 
River and southern districts. Saw- 
flies are damaging crops in the south 
The honey crop outlook is good in the 
north and fair in the south. 

Saskatchewan harvesting is now 
general in many of the’southern and 
central sections and elsewhere crops 
are progressing rapidly towards 
maturity. Recent rains have benefit- 
ed late-sown crops and prospects are 
generally favourable excepting in the 
southwestern and west-central dis- 
tricts, where yields will be light, due 
hail have caused scattered damage. 
Heavy sawfly infestation is reported 
in southern areas. 

Manitoba harvesting is general in 
the southern and central distyicts and 
has commenced in the northern dis- 
tricts. Rain is delaying operationg in 
some sections and dry weather is 
now the chief requirement, Strong 
winds, flooding and hail have caused 
some ddmage, but on the whole los- 
ses to date are slight. Honey crep 
prospects are good.

Report Given at 
Battle Heights A.F.U. 


The ‘regular méeting of the Battle 
Height’s A.F.U. took place at Rose- 
berry School on the evening of Aug.

Busiest days for the centre are 
those on which the clouds hang low 
over the ground, and most of. the 
flying, especially approaches for 
landings, must be done on ‘iastru- 
ments. Since pilots cannot see what 
is in the air around them when they 
are flying through. cloud, elaborate 
precautions are taken to keep ‘air- 
craft separated to make collision im- 
possible, 

Afreraft keep to the right of the 
airway in the same way that auto- 
mobiles keep to the right of the road. 
Radio. signals let them know if they 
stray even a short distance off 
course. Machines going in one direc- 
tion fly at even thousand-foot altitud 
e9 -- 4,000,6,000, 8000 and go on. In 


| the opposite direction they fly at odd 


thousand-foot altitudes -- 3,000, 
6,000, 7,000. Machines going in the 
same direction and at the same 
height travel 20 minutes’ flying time 
(more than 60 miles) apart. 

If several aircraft want to land at 
an airport, such as Edmonton, at the 
same time, the duty controller in 
the centre “stacks them up” at in- 
tervals of 1,000 feet above each other 
‘ana’ “asqlé thei off the bottom” - 
he instructs the lowest in the stack 
to land and brings the others down 
1,000 feet each time. Any later ar- 
rival is sent 1,000 feet above, the pre- 
vious highest in the pile and waits 
his turn. While waiting, the machin- 
es fly a standarg cirbuit, something 
in the nature of a figure of eight, 
over one leg of the airport’s’* radio 
range.

laying pullets: (1) a concrete floor 
(2) at least a quarter of the south 
wall glass and a quarter cotton, and 
(8) a straw loft above a slatted 
ceiling. For prairie conditions, the 
walls of the house should be insulat- 
ed or so constructed or banked with 
straw that ‘the building is practically 
wind-proof; particularly on the 
north and west, says E. Van Nice of 
the Dominion Experimental Station, 
Scott, Saskatchewan. 

A concrete floor is desirable for 
sanitary reasons as it can be washed 
and disinfected more satisfactorily 
than' a wood or earth floor. If a lib- 
eral quantity of chaffy litter is used 
and changed as necessary to keep 
dry, the concrete floor is satisfactory 
even for winter conditions. 

Glass is important to admit sun- 
light and heat. Many houses are too 
dark for winter. conditions, and 
shorten the day for the laying stock. 
Special’ glass to admit vitamin D 
from the sun is not needed now as 
this vitamin is in the fish oil used in 


Cotton provides ventilation with- 
out draft in windy weather, and in 
| mild weather some of the cotton may 
be opened during the day by. having 
the frames hinged at the top to per- 
mit their opening to the ceiling.

Mr. Caldwell quotes a personnel 
manager who states, ‘Many of these 
lads are different from those who 
mature under the influence of civilian 
life.

Others have enthusiasm 
and bold courage - a flair for taking 
a chance - which is diluted by an in- 
tense yearning for security.” 

The Johntly who left his job for the 
controls of a plane or the sights of a 
gun is apt to be a quite different per- 


*? son after two, three or four years in 


the services,” Mr. Caldwell continues. 
“Some of these veterans will be sick 
physically or mentally.” 

The medical dfrector of a group of 
Ontario plants is quoted as saying: 
“They last a month or so on the job 
and then want something different. I 
think that we should plan very care- 
fully in connection with the rehabilit- 
ation of workers who come back from 
the services.” 

A lot of guidance and co-operative 
effort between management and 
supervisor and medical department 
will be required. 

“The hesitancy of some manage- 
ments to hire physically. or mentally 
handicapped personnel on the grounds 
that’they are more susceptible to in- 
jury or otherwise constitute a com- 
pensation liability is regrettable and 
fallacious,” Mr. Caldwell declares. 
Careful stypdies of factual data show 
that the physically handicapped work 
ers are just as valuable, and often 
more valuable than the able-bodied. 

Mr. Caldwell cites the. case of a 
soldier who returned to civil life with 
an artificial foot, the ‘result of hav- 
ing walked into an Italian stable 
that had been mined, Today the vet- 
eran works skillfully at hand-ream- 
ing and burring operations, 

“Blind persons and even those sub- 
ject to epileptic fits are working ef- 
ficiently in some factories.” 

“AIL the problems of rehabilitation 
‘will not be industrial,’ Mr. Caldwell 
says, urging factory health programs 
which depend on medical-industrial 
teamwork for the supervision of gen- 
eral health. 

“Make no mistake about it: Johnny 
and his ex-service pals are going to 
respect the employer who plays on 
the team.”
